The issue, whether the action Of the Management of 
Calcutta Port Trust, Calcutta (hereinafter referred to as 
the said Tru6t), in inflicting punishment on Shri Abdul 
Sat tar (hereinafter referred to as the Si.id employee), 
a Lascar of S. D. Jalangi, by way of reducing his pay 
by five stages for a per.od of two years, without cumulative 
effect, is justified and if not, to what relief was he entitled, 
was refericd for adjudcation to the Tribunal, by Govern¬ 
ment Order of Reference No. L-32012|4|35-D.IV(A) dated 
May 20, 1986, under Section 10(d)(1) and (2A) of the 
Industrial Dispites Act, 1947 (hereinafter letcricd to as 
the said Act). 

2 . The Calcutta Port and Shore Mazdoor Union (herein¬ 
after referred to ns the said Union), which represented the 
cute of the str'd employee, by the written statement, filed 
on August 10, 1989, stated that the said employee was 
employed as n Las.V.ar in S. D. Jalangi and he was appoint¬ 
ed under the Superintendent Dredger and Despatch Sec¬ 
tions (hereinafter referred to as the said Department), wh ch 
is under the Director of Marines and was served with a 
Memorandum dated April 24|30, 1980, Exhibit M-l, by 
the said Director. That Exhibit M-l, was a charge sheet 
indicating that the said employee, whije in service in S, D. 
Jalangi and while functioning as Laskar, oil January 5, 
1980, fraudulently signed the night wcigh'age form and he 
was also charged with dereliction of duty, us, while firrcijn- 
ing as such, he left the vessel on the day of his night watch 
on January 5, 1980, without any valid permT.sion of the 
higher authorities and he was (jrther charged, as while 
functioning as Laskar, on March 23, 1980- he refu ed lo 
rcheve the Pani walla, in sp'te of being ordered ‘o do so 
hv the Chief Officer of the vessel. The said Exhibit M-l 
also contained the allegations on the basis whereof, the 
charges were so framed against h : m. On receipt of the 
said Exhibit M-l, the sa ; d employee, on May 12, 1980, by 
Exhibit M-2, prayed for an extension of time for submi-s'on 
of his defence and finally, on June 19, 1980, he filed such 
defence by Exhibit W-5. He not only denied the charges 
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categorically, but stated specifically that he left the vessel 
on the dale as indicated, with the valid permission from the 
.Higher Authorities. It should be noted that such defence 
was filed, within iho extended time. 

3. It w'ould also appear from Exhibit M-6 dated July 
1J3, 1980, one Captain S. N. Mehata, 'he Deputy Superinten¬ 
dent of the said Department, was appointed as Enquiry 
Officer and one Sn 1. S. Kampani, Juniot Chief Officer, 
was nominated as the Presenting Officer and further, by 
Exhibit M-7, the enquiry was fixed, to be held on July 28, 
1980. This lccord was said by the said Union, to have 
reached the snid employee on July 22, 1980 as Jellinghum 
in S. D. Jalangi und he in his turn, by Exhibit W-4 dated 
July 22, 1980, requested the Director of the said Department, 
through the Commandin' of his vessel that he will he reach¬ 
ing Calcutta only on July 26, 1980 and the next day being 
a Sunday, it would be difficult for him to contact the re¬ 
presentatives of the said Union, for preparation of his defence 
and as such, the date of enquiry be shifted to some other 
date. Thereafter, on July 28, 1980, he informed the Deputy 
Superintendent concerned that he reached Calcutta on July 
26, 1980, hut could not get any representative front the 
said Union, to accompany him as a Defqiie Counsel, in 
whose absence it was difficult for him to attend the enquiry. 
But this representation, according to the snid Union, was not 
accepted hy the Deputy Superintendent of the said Department 
and on July 28, 1980, the Superior Authority, held the 
Enquiry. 

4. It has been stated that on July 29, 19S0, the said 
employee, by Exhibit W-3, made a representation to the 
Director of the said Department, stating all the facts as 
aforesaid and also made a request to hold the enquiry 
afresh, by affording him due and proper opportunities and 
the said Union, also on Sptcmber 17, 1980, approached the 
Director coucerned, with the same prayer. The said Union 
has stated that on July 23, 1980, by the record of July 17, 
1980, Exhibit M-7, the said employee was informed that the 
Enquiry will be held on July 28, 1980 and the other cor¬ 
respondences on the point as indicated earlier, were not 
replied to and by an Order dated May 22)28, 1981, Exhibit 
M-10, which was received by the said employee on June 
6 , 1981, the Director concerned, forwarded a copy of the 
findings of the Enquiry whereby the said employee was 
found guilty of (he charges and proposed the punishment of 
his removal from service, and also asked him by that tcC 
show cause against the proposed punishment. Tt has been 
stated that in fact, the salfi employee, by his representation 
dated June 25|29, 1981, claimed to the T.aboui Adviser and 
Industrial Relations Officer, for his intervention, but, the 
said letter and the subsequent reminders, produced no result, 
-excepting that the said Authority, informed the said em- 
pffi.vee that the representation has been referred to the 
said Department, for his comments, and on receipt of them 
he will examine the matter, 

-V It would appear, thereafter, by Exhibit M-ll, the said 
employee was Informed by the Director of the said Depart¬ 
ment that on consideration of his reply, the same has been 
rejected and u has been ordered that his pay be reduced by 
five stages, for a period of two years without cumulative 
effect and on such, on October, 1 1, 1983, the said employee 
preferred Appeal, being Exhibit M-12 and then, by Exhibit 
M-13, dated December 16, 1983. the said employee was 
informed about the rejection of his Appeal. 

6 . It was the case of the said Union, that as stated earlier, 
they also, on May 17, 1984, made a representation, praying 
for doing justice to the case of the said employee, by extend¬ 
ing the principles of natural justice and to that, tho Labour 
Adviser and Industrial Relations Officer of the said Trust 
Informed that the case of the said employee was re-examined.' 
but, the prayer could not be accecded. On such, the said 
Union, raise the Industrial dispute, which has been referred 
for adjudication. 

7. The proceeding was contested hy the said Trust, by 
filing their written statement on December 14, 1989. Tn, 
facts excepting somo variation of dates, there was not much 
of a difference! in respect of the facts relating to the employ¬ 
ment of the said employee and that too upto the punishment, 
as imposed on him. It was the case of the said Trust that ' 
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the said employee was not found on board on S. D Jalangi 
from 02.00 hrs. to 06.00 hrs. on January 5, 1.980, when 
he was on duty and it revealed on enquiry that at about 
18.00 hrs. on January 4, 1980, he left the vessel without the 
permission of nis superiors ’and returned at 07.00 hrs on 
the next day and although ho absented from duty, yet, ho 
fraudulently put his signature on the Night Watch Book, to 
show the performance of his duty from 02.00 hrs. to 06.00 hrs. 
on January 5, 1980, for which he could claim night allowance 
and he also refused to carry out the lawful orders of his 
superiors on March 28, 1980. It has been stated that on 
receipt of the Report to the above effect, fiom the Chief 
Officer of S, D. Jalangi, disciplinary proceedings was initiated 
against the said employee’and he was duly served with the- 
charge sheet along with the statement of allegations, which 
were the basis of the Charge Sheet. It has been indicated 
that the prayers of the said employee, for extension of time 
to file his reply was granted and thereafter, he wanted to 
inspect some documents, for preparation of his defence und 
such prayer was allowed ’and then on June 19, 19S0, the 
said employee filed his reply. It has further been stated 
that an Enquiry Officer was appointed and on evidence, he 
found that the said employee left the concerned vessel and 
then returned hack on the date and time as mentioned earlier 
and from the letter dated June 19, 1980 of the said Em¬ 
ployee, Exhibit M-5, the fact of leaving the said vessel will 
be uppunint. It has been stated, it was duly found that 
he also signed the Njght Watch Book. As such, the Enquiry 
Officer, found the said employee guilty of the charges as 
levelled against him. Tt has been stated that the Chairman 
of the said Trust, having agreed with the findings as made, 
directed the imposition of punishment of reduction as indicat¬ 
ed earlier, against which the said employee made liis 
representation, which having been considered to be not satis¬ 
factory, the order imposing the punishment as Indicated, was 
passed. While dealing with the allegations as contained fit 
the several paragraphs of the Written Staff ment of the 
said Union, the said Trust has based their defence, on the 
basis of the statements, as indicated earlier 

There was a rejoinder filed by the said Union, on February 
1, 1990. I am not making specific reference to the facts 
os pleaded there, as that would only mean repetition of 
facts as already indicated. 

7A. On facts pleadings and evidence, it was the categorical 
case of the said Union that in the enquiry in respect of 
the charges, the basic principles of conducting departmental 
enquiry were' not lollowed and they were in fact violated, 
as, no duo and appropriate opportunities were offered to the 
said employee. The Enquiry, in the instant case, was states.! 
to have been delayed by two months from the completion 
of pleadings and that according to the said Union, also- 
vitiated the proccedmgs. The fact that the said employee 
was not offered a short "adjournment of the hearing, for 
the reasons as indicated earlier, was also claimed to have 
vitiated the proceeding and the reason for not granting such 
adjournment, as the witness concerned v/as retiring, was 
claimed to be far from being real, as he retired on or about 
August 1, 1980. It was further indicated that the entire 
proceeding was vitiated as, in accordance to Rule 11(2) of 
the Calcutta Port Commissioner’s Employees (Discipline apd 
Appeal) Rules, 1964 lead with the proceedings as held and 
continued, the Disciplinary Authority was to frame the 
charges, but in this case, the Memorandum of charge sheet 
was issued bv an Authority, other than the concerned Autho¬ 
rity and it was also not indicated, if such Enquiry will be held 
by the Disciplinary Authority, ft has further been alleged 
that in this case 1 , the so called Enquiry Officer, did not 
enquire duly, the statements of defence of the said em¬ 
ployee. Tt has further been pointed out that the Enquiry 
Officer, did not duly consider the case of mutual arrange¬ 
ment between the ^aid employee with the Tinclel, which 
again he had to arrange, for reasons beyond his control 
and that, he could not take the prior permission of bis 
superior, as no such Officer was on Board. In fnrt. it has 
been contended that tor such absence of the said employee, 
which admittedly happened, the services of (he said S. D. 
Jalangi hud not suffered, as the said Sri P. K. Biswas, per¬ 
formed the duties of the said employee and he in his turn, 
performed the dulies of the said Sri Biswas ft has aBo 
been alleged that the admitted non-examination of the 
said Sri Biswas, bv the F.nquiry Officer, had also vitiated the 
proceedings and the findings therein. It has been pointed 
out that the Enqquiry Officer, failed to appreciate that the

The present Commander of D. V. Seva, deposed as MW-2. 
He deposed regarding te duties of Nigjrt Watchmen, their 
hours of duty and the manner of duty they aie required toi 
perform and how they are paid night watch allowance. 
According to him, there is really no designation of Parhvalla, 
but in Hindi, the said term would mean, those who watch. 
He agreed that apart from the vessels as mentioned In his 
deposition, and apart from the Dredger and Despatch vessels, 
ho has not worked in other type of vessels in Calcutta Port. 
According to him, without the valid permission of the Chief 
Officer, no Watchman can leave his duty. He has said, 
how night watch allowance, which is a special allowance, is 
calculated and paid. He further agreed that when a vessel 
is kept under a Night Officer, whilo the same is in the shore, 
such Officer, is neither a Commander nor the Chief Officer 
and he himself has not seen any Office Order regarding the 
permission, about which, he has deposed. 

9. The said employee has deposed as WW-1 After narrat¬ 
ing the facts as Indicated earlier, he said that he could 
neither examine nor cross-examine any wetness, as hb prayer 
for nccommndat-'en, on the ground as stated ~»i er. was 
refused. The Night Watch duty was not looked after by 
any one, He agreed that his signature will appear in the 
concerned Register and It will appear that a f t>r informing 
the Superior Authority, he left the vessel at 5.30 P.M By 
such superior, he meant the Tindal R, C. Bithopa, who h'as 
not been examined in this case. It was his further c e hat 
since no other Officer was available in the vessel, he informed 
the Said Sri BlthOpa and his representation to him, was m do 
orally, and as such, he admi'ted, not to be no easing an" 
proof. The Enquiry, according to h : m, was held on Jiff / 
28, 1980 i e. two months after his knowledge w May 21, 
1980 and he recewcd the not’cc of Enquiry, ffxmc July 28, 
1980, on July 20, 1980 a _ d for that ^hortne s of ' me, 
for rearms as indicated earlier, he asked for some accom¬ 
modation. which was refired end for that, he coidd not 
make effective representative. He al'o agreed, not to have 
named the witnesses to be exam’ned on His belief end his 
said that if the E"qu : ry was held duly, h<” cou'd have pro¬ 
duced Sri P. K Bowas, wilh whom, he hu said *o have 
made sorr|c arranwnr'nt, regardmg the mt-rchange of dudes. 
He also rfnteff to Heve refused to perform -h- d" f T>- of 
P(mwa*a. when asked as them wore sp"iors to h : m. H’ his 
also stated and tint (on without any p'oof that on his ask¬ 
ing, the sa'd Sri B'thopa asked Sri Biswas orallv, to per¬ 
form his duties. 

10. On the available facts and evidence, the said Union 

contended that there was defects in the Enqu'ry and the 
finding arrived at, were purely on baseless materials aid 
on non-application of mind. It was further claimed that 
the Enquiry was vitiated, as the said employee, for reasons 
ns indicated, did not receive due and proper opportunit es 
bj, his defence or for nreparat'on thereof. In fac , i( was 
pointed out that he filed his defence statement O" June 
17, 1980, but the enquiry was started on July 28, 1980 and 
that ‘oo. on the basis of a notice dated July 2'. as 

served on him, when he was not stationed at Calcutta and 
fpr six h d 'fflcLiltics and shortness of time to m ke arrange¬ 
ment 'or h ; s representation, he, on July 22, 1980, made 
an apokcat’on for time, which was refused, not on due 
ground but, on such grounds, which were not bonaflde viz 


difficulty for the prosecution witness to attend at a later 
date. It was also pointed out that even (.hereafter, lhe 
said employee applied for further accommodation on July 
27, 1980, which was also not acceeded to. It was submitted 
that for (he circumstances as indicated, for ends of justice, 
tome time should have been granted to the said employee 
and for such refusal, the entire proceedings became void, 
illegal and irregular, ’as admittedly, by such refusal, the 
said employee was refused due and natural justice. No 
further arguments were advanced by the said Union. 

11 The said Trust, submitted that it was nut po-sible 
for them to iccommcdale the r '.mph/yee, 
by granting adjournment, os asked, as the Tindal was due (o 
retire. They claimed that the charges as framed were ap¬ 
propriately established, on the basis of evidence as produced 
and from Exhibit M-1, it will appear clear that the said em¬ 
ployee admittedly left the vessel, oleourse according to him, 
on the basis of some arrangement with Sri P.K, Biswas, but 
such arrangement has not been established by any legal evi¬ 
dence or even by producing the said Sri Biswas. It was the 
case of the said Trust that the Tindal on the relevant date, 
was the Head of the vessel and the said employee left the 
same on the basis of the statements as made, without any 
intimation to the Head of the vessel. The said Trust has 
further pointed out that there is no difficulty in arriving at 
the conclusion that Poriwalla in a vessel, is nothing but a 
night watchman although the said employee was obliged to 
serve as such, yet he refused to act as Poriwalla, without 
any reason or basis. It has further claimed by the said 
Trust that the allegations of the said employee that punish¬ 
ment was motivated, has neither any basis nor the same 
was proved by any legal evidence, They could not ofcourso 
deny, that the notice of enquiry was served at a later date, 
but claimed, Exhibit, M-7, was dated luly 17, 1980 arid the 
same was served on the said employee on July 20, 1980 and 
according to them, shortness of time, for preparation of 
defence as claimed by the said employee was not thus true, 
but only a ruse to make out a case of violation of 
principles of natural justice. It was further pointed out by 
them that it is an. admitted fact that no written permission was 
obla’ned by the said employee for leaving the vessel which 
according to them, was really a misconduct by him, which 
he was on night wa'ch duty. It was claimed that the internal 
arrangement as pleaded by the said employee with Sri Biswas 
was neither possible nor permissible. 

12. On the basis of the evidence on record or as pro¬ 

duced and available in this case, it would appear that the 
duty of Poriwalla was equivalent to that of Night Watch¬ 
man and (he said emnlovee. who was schedu'ed on Nieht 
Watch duty, acted very wrongly, by leaving the vessel, with¬ 
out any proved and cOab'Hicd permission of the superior 
and the arrangement with Sri P.K. Biswas, which was plea¬ 
ded, cannot or shou'd not he allowed, as in that case, there 
is cv->"v no r'biff v th-t nve-v nieht Wa'chmnn on duty in 
a vessel, might leave the vessel, in such unauthorised man¬ 
ner. wherebv the security of the same, would be in jeopardy 
and fm- -'>cb ia'o*-i*<t on ‘hi- rort of the said enm'oye he 
could have been dismissed from service, but by inflicting the 
punishm-nt as in fin's case and as indicated earlier, the said 
Trust has really and admittedly condoned his conduct, to 
a great extent. I thus find that principles of natural justice 
was no f an.npPv v-'w--.-,i case arK j the said employee 

was actually mu'bv • r -K. charges, as levelled and for which, 
he was punished. 

13. Since T am n* - Aw and find ibgt the said Trust 
has. under Section 17 A of the said Act. Excepting the re¬ 
extent, 1 think, instead of imposing punishment ns inflicted, 
the same mnv be reduced to stoppage of two increments, 
instead of flv- and this power. T "in of views, this Tribunal 
has "nffp- ^-etion 1TA of the said Act. Excepting the re¬ 
duction of the nhimber of increment, the other punishment, 
is not interfered with. 

14. As such, the Reference is disposed of with the obser¬ 
vation as above and in favour of the said employee.

2. The workman was required to file statement of claim, 
documents relied tipcm and list of witnesses within 15 days 
from the date of the receipt of this reference made by the 
Government ‘as per rules made under the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act. No compliance was done and instead thereof a 
notice was sent by the court to the workman to file the 
claim. Tho representative for the workman neither appeared 
nor filed any documents within the prescribed time. Ho 
however filed claim statement on 22-7-93 and the case was 
adjourned to 1619)93 on which date non appeared, It ap¬ 
pears that there is no dispute existing between the parties 
and the workman is not interested in pursuing the case. 
A No Dispute award is, therefore, passed in this case 
leaving the parties to bear their own costs.
